An  international  converence 
sponsored  by  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Council  of  Ottawa, 
Carleton  University  and  the  CBC, 
on  Biblical  Studies  will  take  place 
at  Carleton  University,  October  25- 
27. 

The  conference,  Biblical 
Literature:  Rabbinic  and  Modern 
Perspectives,  has  been  organized 
by  Professors  Eugene  Rothman 
and  Robert  Polzin  of  Carleton 
University.  Rabbinic  scholars, 
biblical  historians  and  literary 
critics  from  across  North  America 
and  Israel  will  discuss  the  Bible  as 
a Jewish  religious  work,  an 
historical  document,  and  as  great 
literature.

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Foundation  Receives  $60,000  Contribution 


The  Jewish  Community  of  Ottawa  has  become  the 
beneficiary  of  a $60,000.  contribution  from  the  members  of 
the  Montefiore  Club  of  Ottawa.  The  gift  represents  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Montefiore  Club  building  at 
Gilmour  and  Cartier  Streets,  after  paying  the  mortgage, 
bank  loan  and  outstanding  accounts  as  at  J une  30, 1977. 


The  cheque  was  officially 
presented  at  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Jewish 
Community  Council  on  September 
29  by  Alex  Cohen  on  behalf  of  all  of 
the  members  of  the  Montefiore 
Club,  both  past  and  present.  It  was 


accepted  by  Gilbert  Greenberg, 
President  of  the  Vaad  for  the 
Ottawa  Jewish  Community 
Endowment  & Bequest  Foundation 
which  will  act  as  trustee  for  the 
Jewish  community. 

A segregated  fund,  to  be  known 
as  “The  Montefiore  Club  Foun- 
dation” was  established  im- 
mediately on  receipt  of  the  funds. 

It  will  be  a part  of  and  ad- 
ministered by  the  Ottawa  Jewish 
Community  Endowment  & Bequest 
Foundation.  The  Montefiore  Club 
Foundation  brings  the  total 
number  of  Funds  under 
Endowment  and  Bequest  Foun- 
dation jurisdiction  to  twenty-five. 

The  $60,000.  which  created  the 
Montefiore  Club  Foundation  has 
been  designated  as  capital.  The 
principal  has  been  invested  and  the 
income  will  be  used  to  benefit  the 
Jewish  community  in  perpetuity. 

In  his  remarks  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  Mr.  Cohen  paid  tribute  to 
the  late  Bernard  Sanders  who 
founded  the  Montefiore  Club  in  1947 
and  who  was  its  president  and 
guiding  spirit  for  many  years.  “If 
Bernie  were  alive  today”,  said  Mr. 
Cohen,  “he  would  be  pleased  that 
the  Club  he  started  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  community  should, 
when  no  longer  required,  continue 
to  benefit  the  community  in  such  a 
tangible  way  in  the  future.” 

Mr.  Cohen  also  credited  Harry 
Koffman  with  the  idea  that  the 
capital  be  turned  over  to  the 
community.  “It  was  most 
gratifying”  he  continued,  “ that

the  members  of  the  Montefiore 
Club  voted  unanimously  in  favour 
of  this  recommendation.” 

Mr.  Cohen  ended  his  remarks  by 
stating  that  “on  behalf  of  all  of  the 
members  of  the  Montefiore  Club, 
both  past  and  present,  please 
accept  this  gift  to  the  Endowment 
& Bequest  Foundation.  It  is  their 
hope  that  the  income  will  be  used  in 
any  way  the  Allocations  Com- 
mittee sees  fit  to  serve  a useful 
purpose  in  our  community.” 

By  way  of  response,  Mr. 
Greenberg  thanked  the  members 
of  the  Montefiore  Club  for  their 
generosity.  He  called  the  con- 
tribution “a  fine  gesture”  and  “an 
act  of  responsibility  on  the  part  of 
the  remaining  members  which 
flowed  from  a feeling  that  the 
continued  existence  of  an  active 


Jewish  community  is  important.” 

Mr.  Greenberg  went  on  to  stress 
the  significance  of  the  gift  in 
relation  to  the  total  capital  of  the 
Endowment  & Bequest  Foun- 
dation, roughly  20  per  cent  at  the 
present  time.  He  regards  en- 
dowment and  bequest  monies  as  a 
critical  component  in  the  future 
funding  of  community  services  and 
expressed  the  hope  that  the 
Montefiore  example  will  stimulate 
others  to  do  the  same. 

Mr.  Greenberg  concluded  by 
thacking  Andy  Cohen,  Harry 
Koffman,  Larry  Arron,  Norman 
Loeb,  Norman  Zagerman  and 
others  for  their  part  in  the 
negotiations  when  it  became  ap- 
parent that  the  Montefiore  Club 
could  no  longer  continue  to  func- 
tion as  a viable  entitv  because  of 


the  decline  in  membership. 

He  also  singled  out  Morton 
Taller,  Chairman  of  the 
Management  Committee  as  well  as 
Charles  Baker  and  Gordon 
Spergel,  and  expressed  ap- 
preciation to  them  for  having 
worked  for  some  two  years  to  see  if 
new  interest  could  be  aroused  in 
the  Club.  Finally,  he  thanked 
Norman  Zagerman  for  handling 
the  transaction  for  the  Vaad  and 
Hyman  Soloway  and  Irving 
Greenberg  for  the  legal  work 
associated  with  the  sale  of  the 
property.

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Vaad  Report

More  Effective  Use  of  Board  of  Trustees 

in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  I reported  to  you  in  this 
co  ™ on July 29,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Vaad  held  its  first  mon- 
thly meeting  of  the  1977  administration  on  September  29.  II 'was  an  in- 

terestina  meeting  and  I think  those  who  were  presentwill  agree  thatthey 

felt  involved  in  the  discussions  which  took  place  and  the  dec'^ons  which 
had  to  be  made.  That  is  precisely  the  ob|ect  of  the  exercise.  The  officers 
have  taken  the  position  that  there  must  be  a greater  sense  of  pan 
ticipation  in  the  decision-making  process  and  we  seem  to  be  on  the  right 
track. 

Until  now,  we  functioned  with  a three-tiered  form  of  communal 
government.  The  six  elected  Officers  met  at  least  once  a month  An 
Executive  Committee  of  thirty,  including  the  Chairmen  of  Standing 
Committees,  assembled  ten  times  a year.  And  finally,  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  numbering  just  over  one  hundred,  gathered  twice  a year.  The 
chanqe  we  proposed  and  which  was  approved  on  September  29,  provides 
for  an  increase  in  the  Officers  from  six  to  eleven  and  combined  meetings 
of  the  Executive  and  Board  of  Trustees  each  month. 

The  Officers  will  be  getting  together  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each 
month;  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  each  month 
beginning  at  7: 30  p.m.  The  next  meeting  is  on  October  26.  Anyone  in  the 
community  who  wishes  to  attend  meetings  of  Trustees  will  be  welcomed. 
All  take  place  at  the  Jewish  Community  Centre. 

The  make-up  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  provides  for  board  community 
representation  To  begin  with,  delegates  are  appointed  from  each 
Synagogue  based  on  membership.  Thus,  Beth  Sha  om  names  six 
Aqudath  Israel  four,  Machzikei  Hadas  three,  Temple  Israe  and  Young 
Israel  two  each.  All  five  Rabbis  sit  on  the  Board.  Each  of  thirty-four 
organizations  as  well  as  twelve  U.J.A.  beneficiary  agencies  designate 
one  Trustee.  There  is  provision  for  four  students  and  two  young  adults. 

Thirty  Trustees  are  elected  from  the  community  at  large.  All  past 
□residents  of  the  Vaad,  of  which  eleven  still  live  in  the  city,  are  entitled  to 
seats  And  finally,  the  six  elected  Officers  bring  the  total  aggregate  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty  one.  Since  the  Synagogues  and  organizations  are 
represented  by  their  senior  officers,  the  Vaad  can  truly  be  seen  as  the 
assembly  of  over  all  community  leadership  at  the  highest  level.  One- 
third  of  this  group  constitutes  a quorum  at  meetings. 

The  formal  agenda  of  our  September  meeting  included  a report  from 
me  on  developments  since  the  Annual  Meeting  on  June  27;  appointment 
of  committee  chairmen;  and  reports  on  the  United  Jewish  Appeal,  State 
of  the  Israel  Bond  Drive,  Jewish  Social  Services  Council,  Ottawa  Talmud 
Torah  Board,  Ottawa  Modern  Jewish  School,  Temple  Israel  Religious 
School,  Brundibar  Children's  Opera,  Council  on  Adult  Jewish  Education 
and  the  United  Israel  Appeal  of  Canada  Annual  Meeting. 

We  also  had  a useful  discussion  on  the  changes  in  structure  we  ad- 
vocated including  ways  and  means  of  stimulating  more  involvement. 
What  came  through  loud  and  clear  was  the  feeling  that  the  Trustees  are 
not  satisfied  merely  to  rubber  stamp  decisions  but  to  become  active 
participants  in  the  program,  activities  and  policy-making  function  of  the 
Vaad. 

The  Officers  welcome  such  interest  and  will  be  meeting  shortly  to 
determine  how  this  objective  can  be  better  implemented.  There  are 
literally  hundreds  of  people  already  involved  in  organizational  activities 
of  one  kind  or  another,  including  the  Vaad,  but  the  ultimate  goal  must 
always  be  a better,  more  active  and  committed  Jewish  community  in 
which  every  individual  member  feels  he  has  a useful  role  to  play.  I will 
keep  you  posted  on  how  we  make  out. 

Visit  from  Public  Service  Group 

An  invited  group  from  the  Public  Service  Division  of  the  United  Jewish 
Appeal  met  with  the  Officers  recently  respecting  increased  participation 
of  Jewish  civil  servants  and  their  families  in  the  organized  Jewish 
community.  There  is  a valuable  pool  of  talent  in  that  group  which  is 
under  used  and  many  still  feel  apart  from  the  community  although  some 
have  been  here  for  several  years. 

We  had  a useful  discussion  and  asked  the  three  invited  guests  (Gdalyah 
Rosenfeld,  David  Jacobs  and  Dr.  Abe  Tarasofsky,  together  with  HyCalof 
who  was  out  of  the  city  at  the  time)  to  form  themselves  into  an  ad  hoc 
committee  with  the  power  to  add,  which  would  seek  to  identify  ways  and 
means  of  effecting  greater  involvement  on  the  part  of  the  public  service 
population  of  the  Jewish  community.  We  are  to  have  a report  from  this  ad 
hoc  committee  by  the  beginning  of  November. 

This  is  one  of  the  steps  the  Board  is  taking  to  have  all  parts  of  the 
community  become  more  actively  involved.

Dr.  Norman  Rose 

Dr.  Norman  A.  Rose  visiting 
professor  at  Carleton  University, 
Department  of  History,  is  to  give 
his  first  public  lecture  in  Ottawa  on 
Tuesday,  October  18.  Dr.  Rose  is 
here  for  one  year  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Canada-Israel 
Foundation  for  Academic 
Exchanges. 

Born  and  educated  in  England, 
Norman  Rose  emigrated  to  Israel 
in  1953  and  settled  on  Kibbutz 
Zikim.  He  later  met  his  wife, 
Zelila,  who  had  come  to  Zikim  as 
part  of  her  Nahal  service.  In  1959 
he  was  sent  to  Manchester, 
England,  as  a Zionist  youth 
movement  shaliach. 

After  completion  of  three  years 
of  shlichuth,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Rose 
moved  to  London.  Dr.  Rose  joined 
the  London  School  of  Economics 
and  Mrs.  Rose  studied  television 
production  and  taught  modern 
ballet.  In  1968  Prof.  Rose  received 
his  doctorate  in  international  af- 
fairs. They  then  returned  to  Israel 
with  their  English-born  daughter, 
Inbal.  Mrs.  Rose  became  one  of  the 
founding  members  of  Israel 
Television,  working  on  general  as 
well  as  children’s  programming 
and  last  year  she  won  the  Israel 
Television  Award  for  the  best 
children’s  program. 

Professor  Rose  taught  at  Haifa 
University  and  then  moved  to  the 
Hebrew  University  where  he  is 
now  Professor  of  International 
Affairs.  He  has  published  several 
works  including  The  Gentile 
Zionists,  a history  of  Anglo-Zionist 
diplomacy;  editorship  of  the 
diaries  of  Blanche  Dugdale,  the 
niece,  confidante  and  biographer 
of  Lord  Balfour,  which  appeared 
under  the  title  Baffy,  to  which  Dr. 
Rose  wrote  the  Introduction;  and, 
editorship  of  several  of  the 
volumes  of  The  Weizmann  Papers. 

On  Tuesday,  October  18, 
Professor  Rose  will  speak  about 
one  of  the  major  challenges  con- 
fronting Jews  in  Israel  and  the 
diaspora  — Zionism;  Dream  or 
Reality.

On  Endowments  & Bequests 

by  Arthur  B.  C.  Drache

This  column  marks  the  first  of  a series  written  by  members  of 
the  professional  advisors  committee  of  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Com- 
munity and  Bequest  Foundation  dealing  with  matters  relating  to 
taxation  and  charity. 

The  Foundation  itself  was  created  in  1973  as  a vehicle  for  ac- 
cumulating capital  funds  for  the  purposes  of  the  Jewish  com- 
munity of  Ottawa.  It  now  has  assets  of  several  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  and  annually  distributes  thousands  of  dollars 
of  income  to  communal  organizations. 

The  Foundation  is  designed  to  provide  a sophisticated  method  by 
which  donors  can  benefit  the  community,  honour  the  living,  per- 
petuate the  memories  of  loved  ones  and  reap  maximum  tax 
benefits. 

The  Foundation  itself  does  not  have  annual  campaigns.  Rather  it 
is  constantly  seeking  commitments  of  funds  of  a capital  nature, 
which  if  left  in  a will,  need  not  be  paid  for  many  years  to  come.  The 
nature  of  the  funds  solicited  varies  from  those  sought  in  other  local 
campaigns  in  that  the  other  campaigns  usually  are  looking  for 
working  funds  to  support  activities  in  the  coming  year,  while  the 
Foundation  has  as  one  of  its  main  goals,  the  accumulation  of  a 
large  capital  sum. 

In  the  future,  this  capital  sum  will  hopefully  produce  income 
sufficient  to  relieve  the  community  of  many  of  its  annual  income 
needs. 

In  addition  to  being  run  by  the  traditional  Board  of  Directors  and 
Officers,  the  Foundation  has  put  together  a group  known  as  the 
Professional  Advisers  Committee,  of  which  I am  the  chairman  for 
1977-78.  This  is  a group  of  lawyers  and  accountants  who  have 
specialized  knowledge  of  tax  matters,  especially  as  they  relate  to 
charities  and  charitable  donations.  This  committee  is  available  to 
give  advice  to  other  lawyers  and  accountants  about  matters 
relating  to  the  tax  elements  of  charitable  donations.  Special  em- 
phasis will  be  placed  on  the  tax  benefits  which  can  be  achieved  by 
making  gifts  to  the  Foundation.  Advice  will  be  tailored  to  the 
specific  needs  of  the  potential  donor. 

The  committee  will  also  pursue  a number  of  other  goals.  It  will 
be  sponsoring  a seminar  on  the  taxation  of  charities  which  will  be 
open  to  all  professional  advisers  in  Ottawa,  both  Jewish  and  non- 
Jewish.  This  seminar  will  take  place  in  December.  The  committee 
has  also  tentatively  agreed  to  conduct  a seminar  for  lay  people  on 
aspects  of  Financial  Planning,  similar  to  the  very  successful 
programme  which  was  run  at  the  Community  Centre  last  year . 

And,  of  course,  the  committee  members  will  be  contributing  a 
column  on  tax  matters  regularly  to  the  Bulletin. 

Members  of  the  community  who  wish  to  contact  the  committee 
for  any  reason  may  do  so  through  the  Foundation,  which  is  located 
at  the  J.C.C.  If  you  have  questions  which  might  be  answered  in 
these  columns,  they  too  can  be  sent  care  of  the  Foundation. 

All  members  of  the  professional  advisors  committee  look  for- 
ward to  helping  out  members  of  the  community  who  are  potential 
donors  in  any  way  possible.

Even  though  enrolment  con- 
tinues to  increase,  class  size  is 
maintained  at  an  optimum:  last 


year’s  swollen  enrolment 
necessitated  a split  into  two  classes 
in  grade  1,  and  this  year  in  grade  2. 

The  OMJS  is  run  as  a 
cooperative  effort.  A parent  board 
of  directors  determines  the 
school’s  financial,  social,  and 
many  administrative  policies.  Its 
powers  are  balanced  and  checked 
by  meetings  of  the  whole  mem- 
bership. 

Tuition  fees  are  held  to  a 
minimum.  The  curriculum  in- 
troduces the  spectrum  of  Jewish 
tradition,  from  orthodox  to  liberal, 
from  basic  prayer  to  song  and 
dance.  Scholarships  are  provided 
for  those  with  limited  means.
